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Final hurdle for 
free school bid 


DOZENS of special 
needs pupils could be 
spared gruelling daily 
bus journeys if a plan 
to build a special 
school in Haverhill 
passes the final hurdle. 

Plans to build a 70- 
place special free school 
in the grounds of Samuel 
Ward Academy have 
passed the first round of 
the selection process at 
the Department of 
Education. 

A deputation from the 
school has now been invited to 
make their case at a 90-minute 
interview in London on May 
10 . 

If approval is given it is 
hoped the school could be 
open by September next year. 

Howard Lay, headteacher at 
the school, and governor June 
McNaughton, who has helped 
prepare the bid, said they were 
delighted with the news that 
they had reached the interview 
stage. 

They urged anyone with 
evidence to support their bid 
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to come forward to strengthen 
their case. Last year only five 
bids were successful from 
several hundred applications. 

Mr Lay said: “We know of 
severely autistic 16-year-olds 
who have to travel to Ipswich 
and back every day. 

“They are on a bus for two 
hours a day. They are 
youngsters who are very vul¬ 
nerable. They need stability 
and routine and it is not good 
for them. 

“There is a lot of community 
support for the idea and we 
believe we have a really strong 
case. We have the room for it 
here and it would give these 
youngsters links with their 
local community, which at the 
moment they are being pulled 
away from.” 

Mrs McNaughton said the 
plan had been welcomed by 
all sections of the community. 

She added: “At first we were 
just hoping to get through to 
the second stage - now we are 
raising our sights and really 
want to make it happen.

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A NEW council chief with a 
background in regenerating town 
centres has been finding his way 
around the towns and villages of 
the district. 

Ian Gallin has just taken up the new 
post of joint chief executive for both St 
Edmundsbury Borough and Forest 
Heath District Councils, covering 
Haverhill, Bury St Edmunds, 
Newmarket, Mildenhall and the 
surrounding villages. 

Mr Gallin, 42, was previously 
assistant chief executive for Plymouth 
City Council - responsible for a 
populace of close to 250,000 - and has 
25 years’ experience in working for 
local government. 

His new role is part of a growing list 
of shared services between the two 
councils. His background includes a lot 
of economic development work, 
including regenerating town centres, 
from visual enhancement up to major 
redevelopment schemes. 

Apart from saving vital cash, Mr 
Gallin feels the two councils will 
benefit from the new arrangement. 

He said: “The general response from 
the staff has been hugely positive, and 
people are just waiting to get going 
withjoined-up services. 

“I have also worked in west Wiltshire 
with five market towns and rural 
parishes, where we did a lot of work 
with town and parish councils. I shall 
be looking at all the towns and parishes 
to see what their challenges and needs 
are, and working with other bodies to 
achieve those things. 

“I cannot do anything on my own; 
you cannot regenerate an area on your 
own, you have to work with other 
people. I am listening to what people 
have to say and looking at whether we 


are the best people to provide services, 
and what the people who receive them 
think. 

“I have spoken to a number of other 
joint chief executives and they all say it 
is a brilliant job. It must give you a 
stronger voice across the districts when 
you are looking for external 


investment. I will have a desk at both 
councils and I do plan to be proactive, 
working with our customers to make 
sure we are providing the right services. 
I am really looking forward to working 
with Haverhill Town Council and all the 
other councils to see the two districts 
develop.”

DIVERSIONS were set 
up after a main road 
was closed because live 
wires were hanging 
down low over the 
carriageway. 

Police were called to the 
section of the A143 at 
Haverhill Road, Little 
Wratting, just after 
11 am yesterday to 
answer reports that the 
wires had come down 
to a dangerously low 
level. Diversions were 
up while repairs were 
carried out and the road 
reopened just after 
1.30pm. 

700 caught 
speeding 

MORE than 700 
motorists were caught 
speeding in Suffolk 
during a week-long 
enforcement campaign. 
Roads Policing Officers 
and Suffolk 
Constabulary’s 
SafeCam vans were 
deployed countywide to 
increase checks and 
enforcement during the 
campaign, lead by 
Tispol-the European 
Traffic Police Network, 
and clamp down on 
those speeding. 

During the campaign a 
total of 707 motorists 
were caught speeding, 

616 of which were 
caught by SafeCam 
cameras and fixed 
cameras, and the 
remaining 91 caught by 
police officers on patrol. 
Speeding is one of the 
‘fatal four’ driving 
offences alongside 
drink-driving, using a 
mobile phone and 
seatbelt offences. Last 
year there were 28 fatal 
collisions on Suffolk’s 
roads resulting in 30 
deaths. In six of these 
incidents speeding was 
identified as being a 
contributory factor.

A GRATEFUL mum who 
spent four months staying 
at hospital after her baby 
daughter was born with a 
rare birth defect is raising 
funds to improve facilities 
for other parents in the 
same position. 

Three-year-old Milly Williams 
is due to start school in 
September, but her arrival in the 
world was traumatic. When she 
was only two days old when she 
endured an eight-hour operation 
to correct the defect, in which the 
oesophagus is improperly 
attached to the trachea, the 
“windpipe” that carries air into 
the lungs. 

She then developed pneu¬ 
monia and other complications 
and anxious mum Kaylee, who 
lived in Sudbury at the time, 
stayed at Acorn House at 
Addenbrooke’s for four months 
while her daughter was treated. 

The house is provided by the 
Sick Children’s Trust Home from 
Home fund and it is this charity 
that Kaylee hopes to raise money 
for, to provide extra equipment 
for families using Acorn House. 

She said: “It is an amazing 
charity. It was a really worrying 
time and it really took the 
pressure off for us, not having to 
travel back and forth. The cost of 
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petrol would have been huge, as 
well as having to pay to eat at 
restaurants. We could eat at the 
house and sit in the television 
room and just get away from the 
hospital for a while. 

“It is such a rare congenital 
illness that a lot of doctors have 
not heard anything about it. She 
would get food stuck and food 
would get into her lungs, causing 
her to choke. She had about 500 
chokes. She had to be fed by a 
tube straight into her stomach 
and they took it away just before 
her first birthday. 

“Food is still a struggle for her 
now She will always have to have 
regular operations to keep her 
oesophagus open.” 

Mrs Williams, 26, who now 
lives in Boyden Close, Wickham¬ 
brook, also has son Oily, who will 
be 2 in February

WORRIED mum Suzanne 
Rulten is refusing to accept a 
place for her 5-year-old son 
Jack at a village school five 
miles from his home - 
because she would have to 
send him unaccompanied 
on school transport. 

Mrs Rulten had hoped that Jack 
would get a place at Coupals 
Primary School, close to his 
home in Pipers Close, Haverhill, 
where he already attends the 
Stepping Stones playgroup. 

However, she was told this 
week that he was being offered a 
place at Hundon Primary School, 
- and spent more than a day 
trying to find out whether he 
would have an adult with him on 
the journey. 

Now that she has found out 
that this will not be the case, as 
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there are no children with special 
needs to be taken to the school, 
she and husband Lee have 
decided to appeal against the 
decision. 

Mrs Rulten, 38, also has to get 
Reece, 12, to Samuel Ward 
Academy and Daniel, 2, to 
Stepping Stones and takes 
Thomas, 1, along with her. 

She said: “It’s just very stressful. 
I could not get anyone to give me 
a definite answer. I was told that 
Jack is first on the list if anyone 
drops out at Coupals, but it 
would be very unsettling for him 
if he went to Hundon, then had to 
move back to Coupals. 

“Hundon is a very good school 
with a fantastic OFSTED report, 


but I do not drive and my 
husband’s job takes him all over 
the country. 

“It is not right to send a 5-year- 
old in a taxi with a stranger, CRB 
(Criminal Records Bureau) 
checked or not. 

“Also if he is taken ill at school 
they will not provide transport, so 
how am I supposed to get him 
home? We have not chosen to 
send him to this school, so we 
will be appealing.” 

Gemma Deeks, senior 
transport officer for Suffolk 
County Council, wrote to Mrs 
Rulten: “Unfortunately we do not 
provide Passenger Assistants in 
mainstream home to school 
transport arrangements. 

“I can, however, confirm that 
the driver of any taxi 
arrangement would have been 
through the CRB process.”

Time to fight 
granny taxes 

Sir, the Government trumpeted it as a 
‘simplification of the tax system’, but it 
has quickly become known as the 
‘granny tax’, and there’s a good reason 
for that. It’s just not fair on our 
pensioners. 

So, you ask, “what’s all the fuss about?”. 
The answer lies in changes to the tax 
system made by Chancellor George 
Osborne at the last budget. We are all 
entitled to a certain amount of income 
without paying any tax on it, but since 
the 1920s the over-65s have been 
allowed a little more than the rest of 
us. Winston Churchill introduced this 
extra age-related allowance in the 
1920s, recognising that many older 
citizens have less income, and fewer 
opportunities to earn money I’m sure 
that’s a situation we all recognise still 
applies today But the Chancellor has 
decided to phase out the extra 
allowance for existing pensioners, and 
to stop it altogether for anyone who 
reaches age 65 from April next year so 
that we all get the same tax-free 
amount whatever our age. 

“Isn’t that fair?” you might ask. The 
answer is a definite “No”. Pensioners 
will be up to £323 per year worse off 
because of the change, at a time when 
they can least afford it because they 
face other attacks on their income: 

The Winter Fuel Allowance has been 
cut; pensions have been indexed to a 
lower measure of inflation; the 
increase in the state pension age for 
women has been brought forward; 
and last year’s VAT rise added £275 to 
the costs faced by an average 
pensioner couple. Add to that the 
impact of very low interest rates on 
savings - because the Government 
hasn’t got our economy moving - and 
cuts to vital services like the NHS, 
social care and local transport which 
hit older people harder than the rest of 
us. For many the rise in the state 
pension will mean nothing because of 
changes to pension credit, another 
benefit designed to help pensioners 
on low incomes. And as a final insult, 
the Chancellor plans to abolish the 
savings credit, a benefit paid to 
pensioners on modest incomes who 
have saved into a pension scheme. 
Another ‘simplification’, but 
unsurprisingly it’s now being called 
‘granny tax 2’. Not looking so fair now, 
is it? 

What’s worse is that for high-earning 
pensioners, the extra allowance isn’t 
available anyway because they don’t 
need it, so they will be no worse off. 
The ones who will lose out most are 
those on middle incomes who have 
worked all of their lives and who have 
saved into a pension scheme. 

So, hard-working people who have 
saved money and aren’t very well off in 
their retirement are being asked to pay 
an extra £lbn to the Government, so 
that they can fund a tax cut from 50p 
to 45p for the richest 1% in our society.

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Firms win praise 
for forging ahead 



BUSINESS representatives heard 
an MP describe their town as 
‘going places’ but quizzed him 
over help for small firms at a 
meeting. 

More than 50 people attended the 
bestofhaverhill event at Days Inn to hear 
Matthew Hancock, MP for West Suffolk, 
give his annual review. 

Mr Hancock commented on the 
enthusiasm for improvement, taking 
opportunities and the strong community 
spirit in Haverhill, which he said made it a 
pleasure to represent. 

Matthew talked about Haverhill being 
one of only 10 towns in the country who 
are piloting the Government’s community 
budget scheme. 

This new approach involves the county, 
borough and town councils pooling their 
funding, to ensure money is spent more 
effectively and avoid duplication. The 
pilot is being administered by the board 
of One Haverhill, which was formed to 
improve people’s quality of life. 

A further development has been the 
introduction of Local Economic 
Partnerships, with funding and resources, 
available through these organisations, for 
driving business growth. 

Mr Hancock praised Samuel Ward 
Academy and Castle Manor Business & 
Enterprise College for their outstanding 
OFSTED reports. 


At a national level, Mr Hancock said 
that a good deal of action had already 
been taken to make life easier for 
businesses wanting to grow and employ 
more people. Encouraging enterprise, 
reducing corporation tax, making it easier 
to get planning permission and improving 
the road infrastructure were all designed 
to move the country forward. 

Local accountant Paul Donno raised his 
concerns about the availability of 
superfast broadband. 

While residents would receive the 
service, the density of businesses in the 
town made it commercially unviable for 
BT to provide. Mr Hancock said that 
funding has been made available to 
support broadband in rural areas and he

the government are treating charities’ 
funding. 

Elaine Carr, owner of thebestofhaverhill 
said: “This was an excellent meeting, very 
lively and well attended. 

“Matthew is always keen to hear about 
the issues local businesses face and I 
think he really does work hard to try and 
get them resolved.”

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Artist’s epilepsy has made 
her determined to succeed 



\ /ICTORIA Clark is 
Y a busy lady. 

When she’s not at her 
graphic design job, the 
talented young artist is in 
her bedroom, illustrating 
beautiful children’s books - 
her first, The Forgotten 
Treasure of the Galapagos, 
was published last year. And 
as if that wasn’t enough, 
Victoria is in the midst of 
organising an ambitiously 
large art exhibition, which 
opens in St Ives this 
weekend. 

It’s impressive stuff, not 
least because Victoria lives 
in the shadow of epilepsy, 
which can cause frightening 
seizures at any time. Yet 
she’s adamant that it’s 
because of, rather than in 
spite of, her illness that she’s 
so single-minded about life. 

“It’s made me a far more 
determined person,” says 
Victoria, who’s 27. “I was 
always reasonably 
determined before, but I 
think I’m more out to prove 
myself now.” 

Victoria was a healthy 
teenager, studying for her A- 
levels at the St Ivo Sixth 
Form, when, at 17, she had 
her first seizure. 

She and her friends had 
been at a house party and, 
when a group of them were 
on their way to buy food 
early the next morning, 
Victoria collapsed and 
began having violent

convulsions. 

“My memory of that day 
is a total blank until a few 
hours later, when I came 
round, asking Mum why I 
had grass stains and mud 
on my trousers. She said: 
‘I’ve told you repeatedly that 
you’ve had a seizure’. 

“It was a full ‘grand mal’ 
epileptic seizure, where 
your arms and legs are 
going, and you’re out of it. 
They think it probably 
lasted less than half a 
minute - not very long, but 
enough for me to lose 
consciousness and a block 
of memory.” 

Victoria was sent to 
hospital for an EEG 
(electroencephalogram), 
where electrodes were 
attached to her head to read 
her brainwaves. 

“It showed up I was 
epileptic, but mildly, and as 
long as I didn’t drink too 
much, didn’t do anything 
too silly, and basically took 
care of myself, I’d be fine. 
They told me it was very 
unlikely I’d experience 
another one.” 

Assuming it was all over, 
Victoria just got on with her 
life, albeit more carefully. 

The only thing that 
bothered her was having to 
stop driving for a year. “I 


was learning at the time, so 
that made me cross! But it 
wasn’t the end of the world. 

“I still went out with my 
friends, and I did drink, but 
never to the excess that a lot 
of people do. I always ended 
up becoming ‘mum’ on a 
night out, I suppose. I 
always knew my limits.” 

And, she adds, her friends 
didn’t see her any 
differently. Not the ones 
who mattered, anyway. 
“Because I couldn’t go out 
and be a daft teenager as 
much, I think some of them 
kind of lost interest because 
I was boring! But it just 
shows who your real friends 
are, doesn’t it?” 

A keen artist, Victoria 
went on to do a BA in 
illustration at Anglia Ruskin 
University (ARU), and 
decided to take a year out to 
travel before embarking on 
ARU’s famous Children’s 
Book Illustration MA. 

Always an animal lover - 
she lives with her mum in 
Needingworth along with 
two dogs, six cats, and 
countless fish, budgies, 
finches and cockatiels - 
Victoria opted to go to every 
naturalist’s dream 
destination, the Galapagos 
Islands, followed by a stint 
in Fiji and then Australia. 

“Everything in life was 
normal. I just never 
imagined it would be a 
problem, because I was 
always told it wouldn’t be. 
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And then of course, when it 
came on on the third day of 
my trip, it was something 
of a shock.. 

Victoria, by this time 
aged 22, had flown to 
Ecuador for a few days, and 
from there was due to fly to 
the Galapagos. She was 
sharing a house with 
another girl, who she’d just 
met, and the pair of them 
had gone to an internet 
cafe. 

“My memory of what 
happened is very patchy. I 
remember being on the 
phone to my mum, and 
she made a joke about me 
packing some humming 
birds with me to bring 
home, and apparently I 
started laughing 
hysterically. I thought it 
was the funniest joke in the 
entire universe, which is 
not like me! She thought it 
was very strange, and told 
me to put the phone down 
and go, which apparently I 
did. I don’t remember 
anything after that.” 

It transpired that Victoria 
had had another grand mal 
seizure - five years, almost 
to the day, since her first. 

“The girl brought me 
back to where we were 
staying, and I remember 
coming round and going: 
‘Where am I?’ The reality of 
the fact I’d had a seizure 
was only because of the 
state my tongue was in: I’d 
bitten it, and it was very 
sore and swollen.” 

Victoria went to the 
hospital, where a 
neurologist prescribed her 
some medication, but she 
decided to continue with 
her trip. “I was hoping I 
wouldn’t have another one. 
I’d spent a lot of money 
and wanted to enjoy my 
travelling as much as I 
could.” 

For the next few months, 
Victoria was fine. She 
relished her time with the 
beautiful beasts of the 
Galapagos Islands, which 
were to inspire her first 
book. But her happiness 


faded when, after boarding 
a plane bound for Fiji, she 
had another seizure. 

“I remember getting on 
the plane and falling asleep 
- at least that’s what I 
thought had happened - 
and coming round in a 
very white room, and then 
being very confused that 
people were still speaking 
Spanish. I was thinking: 

Ah, I’m not in Fiji’.” 

This time Victoria knew 
there was no choice but to 
go home: “I don’t think 
there was really any 
option,” she shrugs. 

Back in the UK, things 
didn’t get much better. 
Victoria was tried on a 
number of anti-epileptic 
medications, none of 
which worked for her, and 
she had to delay doing her 
MA by a year. 

“After a time I was taken 
off medication, and 
gradually, as the drugs 
withdrew from my system, 

I was then fine. Touch 
wood I haven’t had a 
seizure since July 2007. 
They did say to me if I’m 
not on the medication I’ll 
continue to have seizures, 
but I haven’t.” 

These days, Victoria 
takes it all in her stride. “I 
try not to think about it. I 
make sure I’m healthy, and 
I live within my limits: I 
don’t drink too much, I 
make sure I’m fit, and I 
look after my health. 

“I do tell people, for 
security reasons, because if 
by any chance I did have a 
seizure then they need to 
know what to do, which is 
to make sure there’s 
nothing to bang my head 
on, and just let me go.” 

But hopefully it won’t 
happen again, as long as 
she keeps herself well. “If I 
don’t eat enough I can feel 
very wobbly, and tiredness 
and stress can be triggers, 
which might have been 
triggers when I was 
travelling. 

“I’ve been in places 
where there are strobe 


lights, and it makes me feel 
funny - very disorientated 
and slightly sick - but I’ve 
never had a seizure from it. 
If it goes on for too long I 
just cover my eyes.” 

One way to keep her 
mind off the illness is to 
stay busy, and Victoria 
certainly does that. She 
heads up a collective of 
other professional and 
semi-professional artists, 
and is currently organising 
an exhibition of their work 
in St Ives this week. 

“We call ourselves CIA- 
Cambridgeshire Illustrators 
and Artists - and the 
exhibition is my chance to 
showcase people’s work. I 
think there’s a lot of talent 
in this area that people 
don’t know about. 

“This is the first one 
we’ve done - it’s been a lot 
of hard work, but it would 
be nice to think that we 
have forged a group that 
will exhibit together again, 
and perhaps bring in new 
members.” 

And, she says, she 
absolutely won’t let the 
shadow of epilepsy 
dominate her life. “When 
you’re suffering from it, you 
feel extremely isolated and 
alone, when actually there 
are thousands of people in 
exactly the same boat as 
you are,” she says. 

“But it’s very rare that 
you meet somebody who 
hasn’t got something 
wrong with them at all, or 
won’t experience 
something bad. It’s just a 
part of being human, 
really.”

“Then we changed over 
and the other team had to 
say it in German. It was a 
draw. 

“The pollution from Tata 
Steel was appalling, covering 
the city in a cloud of dust, 
blocking out the sun and 
making it seem as though 
there was a light mist in the 



air. The people in this town 
were so friendly and 
hospitable. 

“I have never experienced 
such warmth and it brought 
tears to my eyes on many 
occasions. 

“Our last day, getting up 
early to leave for our tour 
with the ex-street children. 
We were taken through the 
old town to the home where 
60 boys are living and spent 
some time playing with 
them. We saw the little shop 
where they sell a kilo of 
plastic and receive 25-30 
rupees. 


“As we left we were 
accosted by naked children 
begging for money. Them 
sitting on my feet and 
hugging my legs was dreadful 
and reduced me to tears. 

“Finally, the day finished 
with watching a karate class. 
They were superb, breaking 
tiles with their hands, heads 
and feet, fighting and setting 
fire to tiles before breaking 
them. 

“A great two weeks. What I 
have I taken away with me? 
The everlasting memory of 
the astounding hospitality of 
the Indian people.”

Limit on 
tax relief 
‘could be 
bad for 
hospice’ 


A HOSPICE charity has 
warned it could suffer if 
Government plans to 
cap tax relief on 
donations are given the 
go-ahead. 

St Nicholas Hospice Care 
fears philanthropists could 
be discouraged from giving if 
a limit is imposed on the 
income tax relief donors can 
claim on charitable gifts. 

The charity has added its 
voice to the hundreds of 
voluntary organisations 
slamming the plans, which 
would stop donors claiming 
tax relief on giving exceeding 
£50,000 or a quarter of their 
income. 

Kevin Clements, fund¬ 
raising and marketing 
director at the charity, said 
fundraising was already a 
challenge and the Govern¬ 
ment’s proposals could make 
it even harder. 

He said: “My biggest 
concerns surround how this 
might impact our already 
challenging fundraising task. 

“This move may 
discourage large donations, 
many of which keep trusts 
and grant-making found¬ 
ations alive. These 
organisations alone currently 
contribute £250,000 to St

Nicholas Hospice Care each 
year. 

“I also believe individual 
major donations could 
become rarer as a result of 
the proposed changes. 

“We need to make it easier 
for people to help us, not 
harder.” 

The charity has focused on 
enticing bigger donors 
because of the impact the 
economy has had on people’s 
wallets. 

Mr Clements said: “We are 
lucky with the support we get 
from the community because 
it is tough out there at the 
moment. But we have been 
trying to develop income 
from larger donors and these 
moves could hit us hard.”

Sir Antony Jay tells JENNIFER 
SHELTON why updating Jim Hacker 
and Sir Humphrey for the 21 st century 
proved surprisingly easy - and why he 
has no regrets about having Margaret 
Thatcher as his biggest fan 


S TILL one of the classic British 
sitcoms after a 
25-year absence from our 
screens, Yes, Prime Minister returns 
to audiences as a stage play, penned 
by original writers Jonathan Lynn and 
Antony Jay. 

Having won acclaim in the West End, the 
comedy is taking to the road this spring, with 
Cambridge its next stop. 

Updated for the 21st century, with 
BlackBerrys (and a few more women) in 
evidence, Yes, Prime Minister sees premier Jim 
Hacker and Cabinet Secretary Sir Humphrey 
Appleby face a country on the brink of 
financial meltdown. Yet for Jay (Sir Antony 
Jay, in fact, having been created a Knight 
Bachelor in 1988), the humour, the dilemmas 
and the characters - including luckless Bernard 
Wolley, the Private Secretary forever caught in 
the crossfire between his two bosses - remain 
very much as they ever were. 

“It was funny, it didn’t seem like a change at 
all,” says Jay. “When we got together to start 
writing it, it had been 23 years since the series 
had ended, but it might as well have been two 
weeks. We just carried straight on. 

“There’s a kind of abiding truth about 
government,” he continues. “There is a very 
funny play called The Government Inspector 
that was written in 1836, and which is just as 
funny today. And we wrote the first series of 
Yes, Minister [in the first three series, Hacker 
was a Cabinet Minister and Sir Humphrey his 


Permanent Secretary; the show only became 
Yes, Prime Minister for the final two runs] 
when Callaghan was Prime Minister, but it 
didn’t get transmitted until Thatcher was in. 
The government was very, very different, but it 
didn’t seem to worry anyone.” 

Does he think David Cameron and Nick 
Clegg will be as encouraging about today’s 
play? 

“I think so -1 think they’ve all been to see 
it. But you’ll have to ask them, not me!” 

In the current production, Graham Seed 
{The Archers) stars as the blundersome Prime 
Minister and Michael Simkins {Mamma Mia! 
and Chicago ) as smooth-talking Sir Humphrey. 
They’re iconic roles to step into, but the new 
cast seem to be rising successfully to the 
challenge. 

“It’s interesting because they all see it 
differently but they all seem to be right,” says 
Jay. “They approach it differently but it seems 
convincing. For years the characters were only 
associated with Paul Eddington and Nigel 
Hawthorne and it didn’t seem like they could 
be played by anyone else. But actually they 
can. And of course, we wrote the five original 
scripts without knowing who would be cast. So 
it wasn’t as though they were star vehicles, or 
that we were writing for anyone in particular.” 

The transition from screen to stage proved 
similarly smooth: “In a way we were always 
writing for a theatre audience because in the 
television studios there were 300 people. So 
we’ve always written it for audiences and for 
laughs. 

“I think they’ve made a terrible mistake with 
comedy today in not having a studio audience 
for most of it. It’s not just that the studio 
audience encourages laughter at home, it 
affects the way you write and it affects the way 
you act. There’s a quality about a comedy with 
an audience that you don’t get otherwise.” 

Perhaps hoping to redress the balance, Yes, 
Prime Minister is scheduled to return to our 
screens this autumn following the success of 


the play, starring David Haig and the majority 
of the original London cast. 

“It’s coming out in the autumn and we’re 
recording this summer,” says Jay. “It’s in six 
parts, but what’s unusual is that it’s an 
adaptation of the stage play - so a single story 
- told over six episodes. So it’s really a serial 
rather than a series.” 

Audiences in Cambridge will get a glimpse 
of what’s to come when Yes, Prime Minister 
visits the Arts Theatre next week. Jay owes 
much of his career to the city, having studied 
here in the 1950s. 

“I was at Magdalene for four years reading 
Classics. I loved it. Almost too much. Funnily 
enough, what I don’t associate Cambridge with 
is the work. I played a lot of bridge and a lot of 
cricket - then I suddenly had to knuckle down 
in my final year to get a good degree,” which 
he did, gaining a first class honours degree. 

“I’m an honorary fellow of my college so I 
still go back. Things have changed, and I 
noticed it when my son went down in the late 
70s. But you feel there are certain things that 
are pretty much the same. The people change 
but the system doesn’t.” 

Did he become interested in politics while at 
university? 

“I wasn’t remotely interested in politics as a 
student, but I was interested in writing. I wrote 
for Granta and the Cambridge Review and 
edited the college magazine. 

“I got interested in politics after I’d left and 
gone to work at the BBC, where I worked on 
the Tonight programme. 

“ft was probably, looking back, the best time 
to be in the BBC. It was before ITV started, 
and there was a great sort of revival of the 
BBC in the late 50s and it was all doing 
amazingly well. It was a lot of work but it 
really taught you a lot.”

MORE is less \n Avengers 
Assemble, the special effects-laden 
amalgamation of four Marvel 
Comics franchises. 

Bringing together characters from 
Iron Man, Thor, Captain America 
and The Incredible Hulk, Joss 
Whedon’s frenetic romp deftly knits 
together plot strands from the earlier 
films and threads them with tongue- 
in-cheek humour. 

While psychological substance 
may be thin, exhilarating action- 
packed sequences abound, 
choreographed at breakneck pace 
by writer-director Whedon who 
knows how to seamlessly meld live 
action with digital trickery for 
maximum impact. 

Interestingly, he keeps the 
Avengers disjointed for most of the 
film, only bringing everyone together 
in the same location for the 
protracted final showdown to decide 
mankind’s fate - and the likelihood 


of a sequel. 

Thor’s evil brother Loki (Tom 
Hiddleston) plots to exterminate 
mankind by harnessing the power 
of the pulsating Tesseract cube. 
Aided by an army of aliens, he 
steals the artefact from the 
subterranean headquarters of the 
international peacekeeping agency 
S.H.I.E.L.D, and enslaves scientist 
Selvig (Stellan Skarsgard) and ace 
marksman Hawkeye (Jeremy 
Renner) to do his nefarious bidding. 

In response, Nick Fury (Samuel L 


Jackson), director of S.H.I.E.L.D, 
declares war on Loki, uniting the 
inflated egos and rippling muscles 
of Iron Man (Robert Downey Jr), 
The Incredible Hulk (Mark Ruffalo), 
Thor (Chris Hemsworth), Captain 
America (Chris Evans) and Black 
Widow (Scarlett Johansson). 

Avengers Assemble doesn’t quite 
scale the dizzy heights of the original 
Iron Man but for almost two-and-a- 
half hours we’re entertained and 
energised by Whedon’s distinctive 
vision of the Marvel universe.

Mulch mania beats weeds 



DIGGING IN: But certain guidelines are involved in making your 
own garden compost.

M ulching is such a 
useful process and so 
simple. You spread a 
layer of something or other 
on top of your soil, around 
your plants, and it stops the 
weeds coming up and keeps 
the existing moisture in. 

It also reduces soil temperature, 
which will therefore reduce water 
loss, and makes beds and borders 
look somehow tidier, creating a neat 
carpet under which to display your 
plants. 

But there are many mulches from 
which to choose - from organic 
manures and garden compost to bark 
chippings, straw and leaf mould. So 
which one is best? 

Well, from a nutritional point of 
view, you need to go for bio¬ 
degradable mulches, those which 
break down gradually to release 
nutrients into the soil. 

You can’t beat a well-rotted 


farmyard manure, which is rich in 
nutrients, so it’s perfect for hungry 
feeders such as roses and fruit 
bushes. Just make sure that it is well 
rotted because fresh manure releases 
ammonia which will scorch plants 
and may kill them. If you find fresh 
manure at a cheap price, it will need 
stacking for at least six months to rot 
down before use. 

If you don’t want to buy farmyard 
manure, think about making your 


own compost, but be warned that 
you need to follow certain guidelines 
to make rich, effective compost 
which is balanced. Don’t fill a 
compost bin with mainly grass 
clippings or you’ll end up with a 
soggy mess. 

Use a mixture of household waste 
including vegetable peelings, egg 
shells, torn up newspaper and tea 
leaves or coffee grounds, along with 
dead plants, rootballs or used potting 


compost and autumn leaves. Don’t 
add any cooked foods or meats and 
avoid perennial weeds and diseased 
plants, which may leave spores in the 
compost which will do their damage 
when you add it to your borders. 

Another homemade mulch is leaf 
mould, made from autumn leaves 
you rake up, which can then be 
stored in dustbin liners with holes for 
drainage. It will take a year to break 
down but you should end up with a 
dark, sweet-smelling material which 
you can add to your beds and 
borders. 

However, it tends to be shortlived 
and you’ll probably have to mulch 
again next season. 

The best quality leaf mould is 
produced from the leaves of oak, 
beech or hornbeam. Thick leaves 
such as sycamore, walnut, horse 
chestnut and sweet chestnut need to 
be shredded before adding to the 
pile. 

If you’re patient, you can use well- 
rotted leaf mould which is more than 
two years old as seed-sowing 
compost, or mixed equally with sharp 
sand, garden compost and good- 
quality soil as potting compost. 

Other choice mulches include 
garden compost, spent mushroom 
compost, cocoa shells, wood 
chippings, processed conifer bark, 
straw for strawberries and seaweed. 

Bark, a by-product from the 
timber industry, is available in 
various forms and colours. 


Composted bark is better and is 
widely available in garden centres 
and doesn't go soggy in really wet 
weather. 

Wood chips, a cheaper option, 
while effective as a mulch, take 
nitrogen from the soil and may slow 
plant growth, so you may have to add 
a little more nitrogenous fertiliser to 
the soil if you use them. 

‘Spent’ mushroom compost, 
referring to the fact it is the compost 
left over from mushroom farming, is 
also widely available and as it 
contains chalk it is useful on acid 
soils that are low in organic matter, 
where the liming effect of the chalk 
is an added benefit to soil fertility. 

It’s brilliant used in the vegetable 
garden, but should be avoided where 
ericaceous plants such as 
rhododendrons, camellias, azaleas 
and heathers are being grown, as 
these plants need acidic growing 
conditions and are chalk-hating. 

Mushroom compost is also not 
recommended for neutral, alkaline or 
chalky soils, which would be made 
excessively alkaline by the addition 
of further chalk. 

And on the subject of peat, 
without getting into a heated debate 
on the conservation issue - don’t use 
it to mulch the soil because it dries 
out, blows around and doesn’t 
contain many nutrients.

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New car emissions fell 4.2% in 2011 Chevrolet picks region for UK launch 


CARS are getting 
cleaner, according to 
just-released C02 
emission level data. 

Average new car C02 
emissions fell 4.2 per cent 
in 2011 and have reduced 
by 23 per cent since 2000, 
the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) said. 

But the average new-car 
figure of 138g of C02 per 
one kilometre (138g/km) 
was higher than the 2015 
European legislative target 
of 130g/km. 

SMMT figures showed 
that in 2011, a total of 46 
per cent of new cars had 
emissions below the 
130g/km figure. Also, more 
than 65,000 vehicles were 
exempt from having to pay

vehicle excise duty as they 
were below lOOg/km. 

Executive cars (down 9.5 
per cent) and specialist 
sports cars (down 7.0 per 
cent) showed the biggest 
fall in emission levels last 
year compared with 2010, 
while executive cars (down 
34.9 per cent) and cars in 
the Mini sector (down 29.9 
per cent) made the biggest 
emissions improvements 


since 2000. 

The Mini sector had the 
lowest average emission 
levels among new vehicles 
last year - at 107.8g/km - 
while luxury saloons had 
the highest at 221.8g/km. 

New cars in 2011 were 18 
per cent cleaner than the 
UK average.Diesel cars 
took a 50.6 per cent share 
of the market last year, 
while alternatively fuelled 


vehicles had a 1.3 per cent 
share. 

SMMT chief executive 
Paul Everitt said: “The UK 
motor industry can be 
proud of the progress it has 
made in reducing C02 
emissions and improving 
fuel efficiency. 

“Future environmental 
and economic success will 
be determined by sus¬ 
tained investment in new 
technology, research and 
development, infra¬ 
structure and consumer 
incentives. 

“We are seeing steady im¬ 
provement in conventional 
technologies and the emer¬ 
gence of a range of 
alternative technologies, 
creating one of the most in¬ 
novative periods for the 
global automotive industry.” 


CHEVROLET launched 
the Volt in the UK last 
week-and chose the 
region as the venue 
for the US marque’s 
first major foray into 
the post-fossil fuel 
era. 

The new saloon 
combines an electric 
motor with a 1.4-litre 
“range extender” 
petrol unit for when 
the battery charge 
runs low. 

Chevrolet chose to 
launch the new 
vehicle in the city, 
having invited the 
UK’s motoring press 
to Milton Keynes 
where they then were 
given a Volt to drive 
to the Hotel Felix off

Chevrolet Volt gets 
UK launch in region

SO here it is - the pretty 
ordinary-looking new 
Chevrolet Volt is now on 
sale, writes Mike 
Scialom. 

You can’t tell from the 
outside, but the Volt’s 
primarily electric powerplant 
makes it a gamechanger 
which at a stroke puts 
Chevrolet at the forefront of 
new car technology. 

Having tested the Volt 
across the city - OK I got lost 
on my way to and from the 
Hotel Felix and ended up on 
the Mil in the rush hour - I 
can tell you that it’s a mightily 
agreeable car to drive. Which 
is just as well, because that 
fact offset the annoyance I felt 
at being stuck in traffic. When 
I get fed up crawling around I 
start looking for ways out, so 
when I see the words “ring 
road” on a roadside sign I’m 
like a bolting horse. I like rings 
and I like roads, so off I go, 
happy in the knowledge that 
I’ll get there eventually. 
There’s no hurry, it might be 
“their” rush hour but it doesn’t 
have to be “my” rush hour. 
And guess what, having the 
Volt to not rush around in 
turned into a very positive 
experience. 

The first thing you notice 
about driving an all-electric 
vehicle is the absence of noise 
to the point where you’re 
happy to hear the tyres rolling. 
You’ll not want to be using the 
music system or the aircon 
unless absolutely necessary, to 
save energy for the moving 
forward bit. 


It’s slightly different with the 
Volt because it’s not actually 
an all-electric car - it houses a 
1.4-litre petrol engine which is 
used only when strictly 
required ie when accelerating 
up a steep hill or if you’ve run 
out of battery power. Could I 


hear the slightest thrumming 
of an engine sitting, 
acoustically speaking, just 
below the volume of the 
rolling tyres? I think so, but 
never got to found out 
because of course there’s no 
hills to speak of round these 
parts and the engine 
monitoring display, which 
shows you real-time infor¬ 
mation on the amount of 
power remaining, said I had 
lots of charge. The turnaround 
here is that Chevy has made 
the oil-burner subservient - 
72mpg and 124g/km 
subservient - to the battery 
set-up. I could see nothing 
about petrol usage on the 
dials, but you don’t study 
these things too closely on 
ring roads. Meanwhile, I had a 
turnaround of my own to do 
half-way to Huntingdon, 
which is how I ended up on 
the Mil. 

Point being, my hour or so 
driving the Volt in peak-time 
city traffic and out on the 
motorway took place at a time 
when, just occasionally, you 
have to pull ahead - when 
other cars are joining the 
motorway, for instance, you 
don’t want to be in their way 
and you press your right foot 
down because you need to be 
doing 70mph in the outside 
lane . . . that’s when you find 
out how much grunt you’ve 
got at your disposal, and the 
Volt has plenty, and then 
some. 

Throughout all this the 
battery charge readometer 
stayed steady, very close to 
being fully charged. I mention 
this because I’ve tested some 
electric cars whose batteries 
were sorely tested by the two- 


mile journey to work and 
back, so having power at your 
disposal represents progress. 

Progress is a funny thing, 
but you can tell when it’s 
happening. Cruising around 
in a Volt felt like being on a 
super-highway to the future. 
Once upon a time those plain 
crazy guys who traversed the 
Rocky Mountains to California 
must’ve felt it, same as those 
folks who herded their camels 
along the old Silk Road. You 
build your own roads to the 
future with the Volt, although 
of course the adventure lies 
not so much where you go 
these days but how you get 
there. And the most surprising 
thing is how much the new 
era of vehicles that the Volt 
represents looks and behaves 
so much like the cars that 
we’re so familiar with - but 
believe me, the innards are a 
gamechanger. The engine 
innards, that is - the interior is 
OK/well-built, and the Volt 
generally handles like any 
other muscular saloon. 

So. Price. It’s £34,995 but 
you pay £29,995 after you get 
your government grant sorted. 
When you work out how 
much you’re not going to be 
spending on fuel, that’s great 
value. 

So that’s how, after getting a 
bit lost bumbling around 
town and heading for the hills 
(I’m an optimist), it occurred 
to me as I pulled up outside 
the Hotel Felix to hand the 
Volt back to the very helpful 
Chevrolet crew that, after all 
that, I could probably write a 
road test about the 
experience. 

Getting lost was never such 
an instructive experience.
